Cooper's Approval 
Closes Action 
On Co-op Case 

Acting President Thomas Poe 
Cooper yesterday approved recom- 
mendations of the Student Govern- 
ment judicial committee asking 
that George Herman Kendall, for- 
mer business manager of the dis- 
solved Students Cooperative asso- 
ciation, be placed on a years pro- 
bation and refund coop dues or 
suffer expulsion from the Univer- 
sity. 

The judicial committee recom- 
mended the action after deliberat- 
ing on a report relerred to it by 
the legislature after investigation 
by the standards committee. Cul- 
minating the inquiry into the co- 
op, the approved recommendations 
are: 

1 1 That George Herman Ken- 
dall be placed upon probation for 
one year 

2 1 That the Student Standards 
committee designate three days 
I November 13. 14. and 15 ■ for reg- 
istration of all persons who desire 
refund of the 50 cents paid as 
membership fees in the so-called 
Student s Cooperative, and also of 
all persons who present legitimate 
evidence of claims against the so- 
called cooperative or of the debts 
incurred by Kendall on behalf of 
the cooperative. 

•3' That George Herman Kendall 
shall give full payment for this 
refund to the Student standards 
committee before noon of Novem- 
ber 20. 1940 

4 1 That in the event that Ken- 
dall gives the aforementioned sum 
to the Standards committee before 
noon of November 20. 1940. the com- 
mittee shall restore the money to 
the individuals who have made a 
claim for it. 

5i That in the event that Ken- 
dall does not pay this money to the 
committee before the specified time, 
he shall be dropped from the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky immediately. 

Standards Committee members 
will be in Room 127 of the Union 
building on November 13. 14. and 15. 
with Kendall to register persons 
who have some legal claim for re- 
funds. Those coop members who 
have received some benefit from 
the organization are not subject to 
refunds, said Ben Subblett. com- 
mittee chairman, who added that 
the committee makes "no guaran- 
tees" to refund the money, "but 
hopes to get it ail back."

It screams at you from ihe newspa|>ers evorv 
morning at breakfast and blares out from ihe 
hilllxiards on the wav to school. You turn on ihe 
radio and pick up a magazine and are deluged 
with it Vou seek refuge at the movies, and it 
jumps at vou from the silver screen. 

It is increasingly evident on the other hand 
that the nation is becoming more fascislic each 
ilav. Ii is a native brand nf fascism, to be sure, 
but dangerous in its guise of "Americanism." 

The current surge of psucdo-patrioiism is ihe 
mnst obvious and glaring aspect of the whole 
vicious process. It is almost impossible to walk 
down the street nowadavs without being con 
fronted with the heterogeneous barrage ol 
American flags decorating store windows, adorn- 
ing windshields, and even cml>ellishing the com- 
mon garb in the form of latiel jewelrv . . . 

Now all this emotional fervor in itself is harm 
less enough and could even be beneficial if ii 
were of such a nature as to inspire true patriot 
ism and a real devotion to the ideals of the dem 
ncralic wav of life. 

Hut on the whole it has precisely the oppo 
site effect . . We are becoming less broad mind 
ed and more dogmatic, less tolerant and more 
bigoted, less considerate of the rights of minor 
ii ics and more blinded bv ihe vicious con 
tagion of fanaticism and the mob madness ol 
minoritv |>ersccuiion. 

This is the "patriotism that has insured the 
mob violence against such harmless minoritv 
groups as |ehovah's Witnesses. 

I his is the patriotism" thai is depriving th< 
voter of full freedom of choice by striking a 
minoritv party from the ballot and has compel! 
ed the purging of professors and' sitidcnis from 
the university for their political views. 

This is the "patriotism" ihai accuses a per- 
son of being a Nazi propagandist if he exercises 
his constitutional right of disagreeing with the 
inajoritv. 

This is the "patriotism" which, if it continues 
unabated, mav bring about in America the verv 
conditions against which we are arming. 

The dark tide of American fascism is rising 
rapidly. l.ei every lover of liberty speak out 
against it Ixfore it engulfs all we cherish.
